always their design to c‘aim 
superiority in everything. He 
added that last night or early 
this morning an Atlas intercon- 
tinental ballistic missile had 
been “absolutely successful” in 
a test firing,

Hails U.S. Defenses. 

This country has a much 
more balanced defense system, 
the President said. With a 
strong Air Force capable of re- 
taliatory striking power, great- 
ly dispersed in recent years 
for more security, and sup- 
ported by missile capability, 
the nation’s defense posture 
was very good in every field, 
Mr. Eisenhower continued. 

While a dictator always has 
an advantage in launching a 
surprise attack, the President 
Said, America’s retaliatory 
power cannot be knocked out 
by such an attack. Some losses 
would be taken but with the 
warning system constantly im- 
proved planes could he alerted 

and in the air for a retaliatory 
strike in a matter of minutes. 

In making the case for the 
superiority of America’s diver- 
sified power, the President 
took the same line as Secre- 
tary of Defense Neil Mc Elroy 
in replying to Senator Stuart 
Symington ‘Dem.), Missouri, 
and other congressional critics.

Thompson Act in the House 
was intended as a campromise 
between supporters of outright 
repeal and their opponents.

It would further provide 
that any evidence of manage- 
ment failure to negotiate la- 
bor disputes in good faith 
would be submitted to the 
state Public Service Commis- 
sion. That body could take any 
action it deemed suitable, in- 
cluding revocation of the util- 
ity’s right to operate in the 
State. 

Present Provision, 

The present provision in the 
law that provides for loss of 
seniority of employes who per- 
Sist in refusal to work after 
State seizure would be re- 
worded by the Knese-Bailey 
bill. The change would pro- 
vile that any employe willing 
.to work could not be denied 
his seniority rights. 

Knese told the Post-Dispatch 
he and Bailey felt the public is 
entitled to protection against 
strikes in public utilities, but 
that they also felt the present 
King- Thompson Act is “lop- 
sided” in favor of the utilities 
would make the act more 
equitable and we hope it would 
be an acceptable compromise 
to both labor and manage- 
ment,” Dr. Knese said.

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Russell’s Sober View — 


The Senate committee hearings on missile 
development and the military budget are giv- 
ing the country much cause for concern, but 
Senator Symington of Missouri is not, in our 
judgment, helping to clarify the issues. The 
Senator is concerned, as is the country. But 
just a little too obviously, he is also deter- 
mined to make the utmost political capital 
out of the controversy. When he looses one 
of his thunderous blasts charging the Admin- 
istration with failing to defend the country 
and then lying about it, he almost visibly 
pauses to listen for the political echoes. 

For contrast, one may observe the conduct 
of Senator Richard B, Russell, chairman of 
the Armed Services Committee. No Sen- 
ator of either party is any better informed 
on the subject of defense than Mr. Rus- 
sell, who has been in the Senate for 26 years 
and has been a student of military affairs all 
that time. The difference between Senator 
Russell and most other military experts ia 
the upper chamber is that he has no chance 
whatever of being nominated for President, 
and knows it. This very fact gives his words 
extra weight. 

After hearing the secret testimony of the 
top military officials before his committee 
last week, Chairman Russell soberly told a 
press conference that the Soviet Union un- 
questionably is ahead of the United States in 
missile development but that American strate- 
gic bombers will keep this country superior 
in striking power during the next year. Thus, 
as The Washington Post reported, he agreed 
neither with Administration assurances that 
all is well nor with Senator Symington. 

Senator Russell ts convinced that, unless 
the Russians have some defense against bomb- 
ers not known to the United States, our lead 
in air power gives us “substantial” military 
superiority at the moment. But moments are 
short in today’s rapidly developing military 
technology, and Senator Russell is ‘‘very ap- 
prehensive’ about some “dangerous years 
ahead” because of the Soviet lead in inter- 
continental missile development. The ICBMs 
have not outdated the bomber yet; but when 
they do, the West could be in trouble. 

What should be done? Interestingly enough, 
Senator Russell does not agree with Senator 
Symington that the thing to do is to speed 
up production of Atlas ICBMs. These liquid- 
fueled missiles are manufactured by Convair, 
of which Thomas Lanphier Jr. is a vice presi- 
dent. Mr. Lanphier was Mr. Symington’s as- 
Sistant secretary in the Air Force, and they 
are said to be close friends now. 

In the circumstances it is quite understand- 
able that Mr. Symington should be an enthu- 
siast for Atlas, and certainly he can argue co- 
gently that since Atlas is the only ICBM we 
now have we should produce as many of 
them as possible. But Senator Russell 
takes the view that neither Atlas nor the 
present Soviet ICBMs can match Amer- 
ican bombers in accuracy and destructive 
power. He wants to see more energy ex- 

pended in developing the solid-fueled mis- 
siles like Polaris and Minuteman, which are 
expected to be more reliable and unlikely to 
be destroyed by surprise attack. 

Senator Russell makes a great deal of sense. 
He offers no comfort to Administration com- 
placency, yet neither does he sound on the 
verge of hysteria. He calls for greater effort 
in missile development, but he wants strong, 
solid, purposeful effort and not random ac- 
tivity for the sake of activity. He is not over- 
excited about an imminent peril to the nation, 
but he soberly foresees a future danger and 
urgently advises prompt action to forestall it. 

We suspect that when the TV cameramen 
have gone home and the press gallery is de- 
serted, it will be Senator Russell's thoughtful 
estimates that weigh most with the Senate. 


Rescue for Educational TV 


Only about 14 per cent of the 256 television 
channels reserved for educational TV are 
now in use. This failure of the “schools of 
the air” to grow as expected is not due to 
lack of aspiration but to lack of cash. Barred 
from seeking commercial revenue, education- 
al stations such as Channel 9 in St. Louis 
must depend on public funds and private 
donations. 

Consequently Senator Warren Magnuson 
of Washington has introduced a bill to pro- 
vide the states and the District of Columbia 
with up to a million dollars each for build- 
ing educational TV facilities. The bill was 
passed by the Senate last year, but met oppo- 
sition from commercial TV interests when it 
reached the House. Witnesses have told the 
Senate Commerce Committee that if some- 
thing like the Magnuson bill is not passed, 
most of the 256 channels reserved for educa- 
tion will revert to commercial use. 

In view of the difficult progress so far, it 
seems unlikely that education can ever ex- 
ploit all the channels set aside for it. Hence 
the Magnuson bill probably would not cost 
the Government the $50,000,000 which it per- 
mits in total grants. But the bill does offer 
the public an opportunity to rescue more of 
the TV spectrum for educational use before 
advertising takes over. 


One Victory for the City 

An assault on the St. Louis earnings tax 
bill which succeeded last year has failed this 
year. The measure therefore faces much bet- 
ter chances of passage. 

Last year, Senator E. Gary Davidson intro- 
duced an amendment to make any increase 
in the earnings tax apply only to residents of 
St. Louis. The St. Louis county Republican 
argued that county taxpayers already were 
paying more than their fair share of the cost 
of city services, while the county gave city 
people services and charged nothing for them. 
The State Senate passed the Davidson amend- 
ment, 15 to 12, and in the words of Mayor 
Tucker, the bill became “absolutely useless.” 
And thus it died. 

This year Senator Davidson came back 
against the same bill with the same argu- 
ments, and was roundly defeated. No roll 
call was taken, but a few moments earlier the 
Senate had rejected by 23 to 9 an amendment 
by another county Republican, Senator Hart- 
well G. Crain, to exempt county residents not 
just from an earnings tax increase but from 
any earnings tax at all. 

Clearly the Missouri Senate no longer sees 
a real comparison between the services which 
the city supplies the many county residents 
who work in the city, and those services 
which the county supplies city people. Nor 
is there much validity in the argument that 


the city will receive far more revenue than | 


it needs from the earnings tax increase. The 
Jegislative bill merely allows the city to raise 
the tax from one haif of 1 per cent to a full 


) 


1 per cent; it does not fix the rate. City vot- 
ers will have to do that. But the principal 
difference between now and a year ago is 
that the St. Louis deficit is growing because 
the Legislature was reluctant to let the city 
solve city tax problems, The state cannot 
let its largest city wallow in financial despair. 
The Senate vote indicates more than a tenta- 
tive recognition of the fact. 


Plenty for Investigation 


The investigating committee created by the 
Missouri House will need to go into state con- 
tracts and purchases with as much latitude as 
developing disclosures suggest. Only so can 
its inquiry be meaningful. 

Investigation of the Fulton State Hospital 
power contract with Missouri Power & Light 
Co., which Gov. Blair apparently managed 
and then canceled under fire, will be the 
merest start. 

The inquiry must also look into the Gover- 
nor’s rejection of a budget request for funds 
for additions to the power plant at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, which Missouri Power & 
Light is also seeking to supply. If the univer: 
sity is forced to buy rather than generate its 
power, it estimates it will be penalized in 
amounts rising from $136,000 to $168,000 a 
year. 

The legislative investigation will not, in 
fact, have performed its duty until it can pro- 
vide a complete and documented answer to 
the question: 

Are state contracts and purchases being 
made on merit, and what, if any. reforms are 
necessary to make certain that they shall be? 


Some of the questions the committee must 
be expected to answer are whether the state 
department heads and state purchasing office 
are properly discharging their duties; whether 
all prospective bidders are notified of lettings; 
whether the lowest and best bid is always ae- 
cepted; and what role the Governor performs 
in choosing suppliers. 

Gov. Blair was a lawyer for Missouri Power 
& Light for 10 years or more before he be- 
came Governor three years ago. He must 
have known when he took office that it would 
be well for him to avoid so much as the slight- 
est appearance of favoritism. Yet in the mak- 
ing of the Fulton contract, Gov. Blair appar- 
ently adopted the extraordinary procedure of 
taking charge himself. He conferred three 
times with officers of Missouri Power & Light, 
while the two other prospective bidders com- 
plain they were kept in the dark. 

After the contract was signed, Gov. Blair 
disputed the statement of his director of 
public health and welfare, C. Rouss Gallop, 
that the accepted bid was not the low one. He 
dismissed charges of secrecy as “silly,” but 
only a few days later, as new facts about the 
award continued to be brought to light, he 
canceled the contract. 

These are not all the obiective facts that 
call for further examination by the legislative 
investigating committee. But they are enough 
to suggest that the committee has a crowded 
60 days ahead if it is to learn and analyze 
all the facts. 


Overland’s Opportunity 


Overland voters will have an opportunity 
Thursday to adopt a home rule charter drafted 
by freeholders specifically to meet the indi- 
vidual needs of their own community. 

The suburb now operates under rules set 
down by the State Legislature that are ap- 
plicable to every fourth-class city in the state, 
rural and urban alike. Under the new char- 
ter, Overland would get full-time professional 
administration of its municipal affairs (in con- 
trast to part-time, amateur administration 
now): an improved structure of government 
and the right to make changes by Charter 
amendment by Overland citizens (rather than 
having to depend for changes on a State 
Legislature in which it has only a tiny voice). 

Home rule and professional management 
have proved advantageous in Clayton, Univer- 
sity City, Webster Groves and Berkeley, 
among others. Overland has everything to 
gain by taking advantage of the constitutional 
option that permits it to run its own affairs. 


Two Visits With Mexico 

President Eisenhower's visit to Acapuico 
this month should assist Mexican-American 
relations. materially. In responding to the 
invitation from Mexico's new President, Adol- 
fo Lopez Mateos, Mr. Eisenhower is following 
the new Administration policy of strengthen- 
ing Latin American ties—a policy which dates 


actively from Vice President Nixon’s unhappy 


experiences on a South American tour. 

By that same policy, however, the Admin- 
istration should: have prepared an official 
welcome to the United States for Lazaro Car- 
denas, who was President of Mexico during 
the late 1930s. He is scheduled to wind up 
a world tour with a look at TVA and other 
public projects in the United States. Mexi- 
cans are now wondering whether Mr. Cardenas 
has been invited to Washington, and if not, 
why not. 

Lazaro Cardenas today is the unchallenged 
elder statesman of Mexico. Often called the 
“Roosevelt of Mexico,” he turned the Mexi- 
can revolution from political to social paths. 
He has stepped on Washington’s toes several 
times. It was President Cardenas who expro- 
priated Mexico’s petroleum. More recently, 
he accepted a Stalin peace prize from Rus- 
sia, but used the occasion to denounce “dic- 
tatorships that employ procedures repressive 
of inalienable rights.” 

As a patriot and democrat, Cardenas has 
been an independent thinker subservient to 
nobody. That is why he is a popular symbol 
of Mexican independence. And that is why 
the Eisenhower Administration ought to wel- 
come him as a distinguished neighbor. 


They Watched the Skies 


Technological unemployment has put an 
end to the Ground Observer Corps, that faith- 
ful group of civilian volunteers who helped 
the Air Force maintain Operation Skywatch. 
No longer is it necessary for them to spend 
several hours a week scanning the skies as 
their contribution to national defense. Im- 
proved radar and faster interceptors have 
taken over completely the watch to prevent 
aggressor planes from slipping across our 
borders. The 230,000 volunteers who manned 
filter centers and observation posts deserve 
recognition for the two years they served. 
To paraphrase John Milton a bit, “They also 
served who only stood and watched,” It is 
good to know that some of them will continue 
to help their fellow man and the United States 
Weather Bureau by serving as weather watch- 
ers during the tornado season.

Outline for a Western Peace Plan 


Newspaper Suggests Free United Germany With Eastern 


From The New York Times 


In the German situation the West- 
ern powers cannot and should not 
stand merely on their defensive 
strength. It is important for them 
to mobilize the moral forces of the 
world in support of a real peace. It 
is in this area that the West has 
failed thus far to take full advantage 
of its opportunities to state its case 
effectively. 

One principal reason is that, in 
contrast to the deluge of elaborate 
and detailed Sovi- 
et proposals, the 
Western powers 
have produced 
nothing equally

prehensive peace plan so fair, s0 
practical and reassuring to all, that 
it would appeal to mankind. 

With the force of world opinion 
behind it, such a plan might per- 
suade the Soviets that they have 
more to gain by accepting it. 

Certain essential elements of such 
a plan have frequently been advanced 
by Western statesmen. Unfortunate- 
ly, these Western proposals have too 
often seemed to be put forward in 
such a tentative, cursory and piece- 
meal manner as to fall short of the 
impact they should have. 

Three of the essential elements of 
such a plan emerge at once. The 
first is that any move toward real 
peace cannot start with negotiations 
over Berlin alone, as the Soviets 
propose. The Berlin problem is 
merely part of the German problem, 
and the German problem is part of 
the problem of Europe. Any sepa- 
rate negotiations over Berlin would 
be really negotiations over the West- 
ern right to stay in the city. If that 
right is admitted by the West to be 
negotiable, it is immediately under- 
mined, and once that is done a West- 
ern withdrawal is in sight. 

The second essential element is 
that Europe cannot afford a repeti- 
tion of the folly of Versailles. As both 
President Eisenhower and Secretary 
Dulles have said, any new attempt 
to isolate, segregate, neutralize and 
demilitarize a people as numerous, 
vital and vigorous as the Germans 
could only turn them again into a 
restless and dangerous force that 
could breed another Hitler. This is 
equally true of any attempt to parti- 
tion Germany and divide its people 
by force. 


Needed, a Seeurity System 


The third element, deriving from 
the first two, is that a European 
peace settlement depends on a Ger- 
man peace settlement and that a Ger- 
man peace settlement cannot he con- 
cluded in a vacuum. Militarily, polit- 
ically and economically, Germany is 
too large a factor in the European 
balance of power for such a solution. 
Any German settlement must there- 
fore tie Germany into a European se- 
curity system as West Germany is 
already tied into the Western securi- 
ty system. 

Such a system should first of all 
provide security for Germany’s 
neighbors—and especially Russia— 
against a resurgence of German mili- 
tarism and aggression and provide 
the basis for the kind of rapproche- 
ment that now unites Germany and 
France. Russia is entitled to have 
firm assurancg in this matter. 

The plan must also provide securi- 
ty for Germany itself, in order to 
prevent a recurrence of the night- 
mare of isolation that dominated the 
Germans in the past, prompted them 
to try to play off East against West 
and in the end produced the paranoia 
that led to disaster. 

The logic of these considerations 
argues, therefore, that a European 
peace settlement should begin with

the creation of an all-German Gov- 
ernment capable of accepting for all 
the German people the obligations 
of such a settlement. Such reunifi- 
cation, which would also automatical- 
ly solve the Berlin problem, should 
rest on the will of the whole German

The West makes no secret of its 
hopes that a reunited Germany would 
stay within the North Atlantic alli- 
ance. But the mutual security of 
both East and West also demands 
that the military balance of power 
should not be changed thereby to 
the detriment of either side. For

that reason the Western powers, in- 
cluding West Germany, have already 
offered various proposals which 
should be further explored, clarified 
and formalized. These proposals in- 
elude: 

1. An undertaking by the North 
Atlantic alliance not to move its de- 
fenses eastward beyond their present 
positions, if a reunited Germany 
should choose to remain in the alli- 
ance, and to treat East Germany 
as a demilitarized buffer zone con- 
taining only ordinary police forces 
to maintain internal order. 

2. No missile bases to be built on 
German soil, East or West. This is 
again an assurance to which Russia 
is entitled. 

A “thinning out” of foreign 
forces in West Germany in return 
for a “thinning out” of Soviet forces 
in East Germany—a process which 
lessened tensions after the achieve- 
ment of German reunification, would 
make increasingly possible. 

Over and above these measures in 
Germany itself, the Western powers 
have suggested broader _ security 
measures. These include an “over- 
riding’ European security pact su- 
per-imposed on both the North At- 
lantie alliance and the Warsaw Pact 
powers, which meets the Soviet pro- 
posal for an East-West non-aggres- 
sion pact; and a world-wide system 
to prevent surprise attack. 

Such pacts must be self-enforcing 
through an effective inspection and 
control system. But once such a sys- 
tem was put into operation, the way 
would be open to further measures 
of control that would lift from all 
nations the burden of present-day 
armaments and the dread of an atom- 
ie holocaust. 

It must be hoped that the discus- 
sions which are now beginning be- 
tween the Western Allies will give 
consideration to such points as these 
and that from these discussions there 
will emerge a positive program to 
meet the crisis now threatened for 
the end of May. 
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Between Book Ends 


SPARTACUS, by Howard Fast. (Crown, 

363 pgs., $3.95.) 

Mr. Fast sees in the last century 
of the Roman Republic the exploita- 
tion of the oppressed. In 1951 he 
wrote his novel “Spartacus” center- 
ing around the gladiator who molded 
a band of slaves 
in revolt into an 
effective army 
and held Roman 
legions at bay. It 
is now reprinted. 

The writing is 
foreeful, and 
many a@ passage is 
overpowering, 
e.g., descriptions 
of the slave- 
worked mines of 
Egypt, of the 
gladiatorial school at Capua, of the 
cool bargaining for gladiators to 
fight to the death in a private arena 
for the delectation of two repulsive 
characters and their lady friends. 

The travelers who meet at a villa 
between Rome and Capua are a de- 
generate lot, and over their journeys 
there hangs the stench of six thou- 
sand crucified corpses of slaves along 
the Appian Way. Mr. Fast, like au- 
thors ever since Tacitus, uses the 
method of exaggeration to depict Ro- 
man moral decay, 

Spartacus, especially after the ini- 
tial act of revolt, is glimpsed only 
through hearsay and reminiscence, 
and he remains a symbol of nobility 
and purity in his devotion to the 
common interests of the revolted 
slaves. And the slave woman Va- 
rinia, faithful to him and to whom 
he is faithful, is the enabling char- 
acter of the book. 

The novel recalls forcefully the 
tough aspects of life in the Roman

Child’s Orderly Living 


ORDERLINESS is a very convenient habit for a child 
to have. It is something, though, that does not just hap- 
pen. It has to be learned. And don’t expect it to be 
learned in one day or, indeed, in many. It takes time, 
patience, vigilance and the example of orderly living to 
bring it about. 

It is interesting to notice when a baby shows the 
first faint glimmer of a feeling for order. It comes pretty 
early if the things done for the youngster happen pretty 
much in the same way from day to day. Bring in his out- 
door wraps and see the waving of arms, the kicking, coo- 
ing, gurgling, squealing. Wraps have been followed be- 
fore by going out, and he expects it now. 


By the time a child is about 2 years old, if his 
routine has been regular, he is likely to make it 
perfectly clear that he knows when he has eaten 
it is time for nap, then for bath, or whatever the 
sequence of events in his day may be. He is learn- 
ing what orderly living is, though he does not know 
it by that name. This may seem a far cry from 
keeping clothes hung up, toys put away, dresser 
drawers straight but there has to be a beginning 
and this is it. 


Soon there comes evidence the child has a feeling 
for the proper place for things and wants them there. 
Just rearrange the furniture in the living room and see 
how quickly he notices it. 

The mother of a 2-year-old one day changed the whole 
layout of the youngster’s room with no thought of its 
making any difference to him. But it did. It made a 
great difference. When naptime came, he took one look 
and began to tug at his crib trying to get it back where 
it had been. He squealed and fussed and it was only 
when things were moved back to their accustomed places 
that he settled down for his nap. 


This feeling for the place for things develops 
rapidly if the household is one where things have 
a place and are kept there. Almost before one 
knows it the youngster is meticulously putting 
shoes back on the shoe racks, or moving a chair 
that has been left where it was used, or carrying 
Mommie’s handbag to the place where it belongs. 


Don’t think for a moment, though, that this means 
that orderliness has been learned. Not at all. This is 
only the discovery that things have a place. Other big 
discoveries are in the offing. As the child goes on to 
make them, orderliness, as the grown-up knows it, is 
forgotten and things are dropped where he happens to be. 

Remember always that a child’s sense of order and 
the grown-up’s are likely to differ widely. He thinks 
toys are in order if they are pushed and crowded onto 
the shelves. He thinks the room is straightened up if 
the middle of the floor is clear and is likely to be entirely 
undisturbed by the jumbled mess in the corners. 

It is all just another instance of not expecting too 
much too soon but keeping everlastingly at it in a com- 
fortable, easy, unnagging sort of way.

Natives Honor Him Because He Gave Watch to

WHEN I WAS LANDED 

from the Tahiti trading-schoon- 
er’s longboat to the beach of 
the Marquesan island of Hiva 
Oa in the far South Pacific, I 
found that the natives of Atu- 
ana. village were celebrating 
Abraham Lincoln’s birthday. 
Had I been dropped down 
among a group of Martians 
gamboling along the palm- 
shaded beach, I couldn’t have 
been more astounded. 
' Why were a group of former 
cannibals, now attired in their 
Sunday-go-to-meeting best at- 
tire, living under French rule, 
observing an American Presi- 
dent’s birthday? But it was, 
indeed, a day of faarearea, or 
celebration. The trading-stores 
were tightly shuttered, the 
lighters alongside the copra 
warehouse tied up, the post of- 
fice closed, and from its veran- 
da a faded, hand-made Amer- 
ican flag hung motionless in 
the limpid air. And in the 
meeting house adjoining the 
mission church, the Marquesans 
had gathered and were singing 
in their native tongue. The 
men chanted in deep bass 
notes, and at regular poly- 
phonic intervals the women’s 
sopranos rose like swift white 
birds into a sky filled with bril- 
liant sunshine. 

They were singing “The Bat- 
tle Hymn of the Republic.” 

Word was passed inside that 
an American had arrived on the 
schooner and was outside Js- 
tening with mouth agape. I 
was enthusiastically welcomed 
to the platform, where a speech 
in Marquesan by the leader 
aroused a thunder of applause 
and yells. There was no pos- 
sible way for us to converse. 
But in approved Polynesian 
politeness I responded with a 
speech, and I felt it was appro- 
priate that I deliver in English 
a barely remembered recitation 
of the Gettysburg Address— 
which, of course, they didn’t 
understand. But they seemed 
to like the intonations of a new 
tongue. 

And all during the feast 
which followed, I still couldn't 
find out why they were cele- 
brating Lincoln’s birthday. 

But before I sailed away 
from Hiva Oa, I was to under- 
stand why the now gentle na- 
tives of the once cannibal isles 


of the Marquesas were paying 


honor to a great American 
President. 


I met Samuel Kekela, son of 
the famous missionary James 
Kekela who had established 
during the last century the 
largest mission station in the 
Marquesas, and he had been 
looking for me, hoping I would 
buy a gold watch he owned. 

“The watch is famous, be- 
cause it has a story, and it'll 
explain why the natives here 
are celebrating Lincoln's birth- 
day,” he said. 


Sam squatted in the sun- 
shine, swinging the watch idly 
back and forth on its chain, as 
if to mesmerize me into buying 
it, and he told me how the 
watch, which he had inherited 
from his father, was a link with 
exciting history. 

And this was how his father 
James Kekela had come into 
possession of the fine time- 
piece: 


They'll Do It

The wild cannibal tribes of 
Puamau, where the Hawaiian 
missionary James Kekela had 
built his large station, had long 
nursed a hatred for white sea- 
men and harpooners who came 
ashore into the Marquesan vil- 
lages off whaling cruises to 
drink, carouse and molest their 
native women. The mania for 
vengeance was particularly 
aroused when a Peruvian labor- 
shanghaiing ship had_ sailed 
into Puamau Bay, firing upon 
the defenseless villages, and 
kidnaping men and women to 
work in the mines of Peru. The 
Puamau tribes made a pledge 
then to eat the next white man 
found ashore, or who could be 
enticed from a ship to the 
beach. 


It was, therefore, unfortu- 
nate timing that the American 
whaling-ship Congress, under 
command of Capt. C. Stran- 
burg, dropped anchor Jan. 13, 
1864, in the Bay of Puamau, 
on the northeast coast of the 
Island of. Hiva Oa. The crew 
had been forced in to provi- 
sion, water, and make necessary 
overhaulings to hull and rig- 
ging. 

And it was doubly unfortu- 
nate that the mate of the whal- 
er, Jonathan Whalon, decided 
to go ashore, even against the 
captain’s warning. 

While the captain was nap- 
ping in his cabin, Whalon had 
two boats loaded with articles 
of trade and headed toward 
the shore. When they carne in 
close to the beach, a group of 
painted Marquesan’ warriors 
emerged trom the coconut 
grove, and with them several 
women, who waved invitingly. 
The mate had heard about the 
Marquesan hospitality in 


beautiful women to white visi- 
tors. 

He vaulted over the bow and 
splashed ashore through the 
shallows, ordering the long- 
boats to stand off-shore, while 
he ascertained the “trading 
conditions.” 


Far back in the valley, 
the disposition of the Mar- 
quesans altered abruptly. 
The mate was seized, thrown 
down and stripped naked. 
His clothes and buttons were 
distributed among his cap- 
tors. Then they started a 
systematic torturing rite, 
pinching him, bending his 
fingers and thumbs over the 
back of the hands, and strik- 
ing at his legs, arms and 
head with hatchets, always 
missing by a hair’s margin. 


Down on the beach, the two 
whaleship’s boats were beck- 
oned to land by a party of can- 
nibals who had returned to 
lure the others ashore for a 
similar fate, but a Marquesan 
girl, living at Kekela’s mission- 


station, motioned them off, 
erving: “Pull away! Pull away!” 
The Hawaiian missionary 


James Kekela had been away 
to the island of Tahuata, to 
visit a chief named Tahitona, 
when the seizure took place, 
and when he returned to the 
station on Jan. 14, he was told 
that “an American seaman is 
about to be roasted.”

kau, later to be joined by Chief 


Tahitona, rushed up the valley. |

ernment, many had died in the 
mines, or were afflicted with 
diseases which spread like wild- 
fire through the Marquesas. Re- 
membering, with new bitter- 
ness, Mato glared at the mis- 
sionary, and said: “I could 
roast you, too, Kekela. You 
come from the white man’s is- 
land of Owhyhee (Hawaii).” 

es ams unafraid,” 
Kekela. “I am here under the 
protection of my benevolent 
Lord.” 

The cannibal-chief now came 
closer and studied Kekela. He 


demand the life of the white 
whalerman. But he saw that 
the missionary’s slender figure 
was erect, almost heroic in its 
stance, and that the usually 
gentle face was of imposing, 
fearless mien 


Chief Tahitona arrived at 
this precise moment with 
Kekela’s gun and handed it 
to Mato, saying: “Let the 
gun be yours and this white 
man ours.” 

Mato wavered. He was im- 
pressed with Kekela’s com- 


posure and courage. With 
a scornful glance at the 
trembling Whalon, tied up 


under a mape-tree, and over 
whom Kekela was praying, 
he muttered: “His flesh looks 
stringy and tough.” 

So Mato finally accepted 
the musket and ammunition, 
and other trade-goods of- 
fered by a German carpen- 
ter by the name of B. Nagel, 
and on Jan. 16, 1864, the 
Congress sailed in close to 
Puamau, and Kekela and 
Chief Tahitona delivered the 
mate to a much relieved 
Capt. Stranburg. 


The courageous and dramatic 
roles played by James Kekela, 
Alexander Kaukau, Chief Ta- 
hitona and the German Nagel 
were reported when the Con- 
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gress returned to the United 
States. The full report finally 
came to the attention of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, who was_=s so 
moved that he sent $500 in 
gold to Dr. James McBride. 


United States Minister-Resident 
in Honolulu, for the purchase 
of suitable gifts for the rescu- 
ers of the whaler’s mate. 

Two gold hunting case 
watches (made by Ferdinand 
Cartier of Locle, Switzerland) 
were specified for James Ke- 
kela and Alexander Kaukau. 
The gifts, 10 in all, which did 
not forget the Marquesan girl 


who had warned off the long- 
boats, were delivered by the 
Morning Star, which sailed 
from Honolulu to the Marque- 
sas in February 1865. 


James Kekela acknowledged 
receipt of the gifts in a per- 
sonal letter, in Hawaiian, to the 
President of the United States 
(now in the Library of Con- 
gress archives): 

“Greetings to you, great and 
good friend: 

“We have received your gifts 
of friendship .. . it is indeed, 
in keeping with all I have 
known of your acts.as Presi- 
dent of the United States ... 
your deeds are those of love, as 
said the Scripture: ‘Thou shalt 


love Jehovah, and shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself.’ , 
And so may the love of the 
Lord Jesus abound with vou 
until the end of this terrible 
war in your land.:. .” 

Sam Kekela summed up the 


bravery of his father, saying

father’s converts saw 
what a wonderful reward he 
had been givea for being a 
krave, God-fearing Christian, 
and from such a famous Presi- 
dent as Abraham Lincoln, they 
made a vow then that they 
would forever honor the Presi- 
dent's birthday. And so it has 
been, to this day. 

“Now, about this watch, 
friend ” 

At the time I was sorry that 
I had not bought the watch 
from ‘Sam Kekela, who needed 
the money badly, but later I 
was gratified to learn that a 
group of missionaries had pur- 
chased it and presented it to 
the Hawaiian Mission Children’s 
Society in Honolulu. 

Many changes have come to 
the islands of the Marquesas 
since the days of the whaleships 
and the soul-saving James Ke- 
kela, but for those who would 


otherwise forget what the Mar- 
quesas were like than a 
century ago, James Kekela’s 
memorial tablet by the side of 
the driveway to the Kawaiahao 
Church in Honolulu, across 
from the Hawaiian Mission 
Children’s Society; bears this 
inscription as a reminder: 

_ . In 1864 he was signally 
rewarded by Abraham Lincoln 
for an American S@€a- 
man trom cannibals
